During the early part of 19^3 , NY T-1, another 
government agency which conducts security type Investiga- 
tions, advised that Heinrichs W. Bagatais, the former 
Chairman in 1957 of ’’Daugavas Vanagi” (Latvian Veterans 
Organization), New York, New York, was suspected of Russian 
Intelligence Service involvement by an official Oerraan source. 



Employment 



On October 15, 1964, NY T-2, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised that during the 
early part of October, 1964, Bagatais returned to his old 
place of employment, udilch is located on either West 57th 
or West 58 th Street, New York City, New York, Subject was 
previously employed at this unnamed concern as a night 
watchman. However, since October, 1964, he has been employed 
during the day hours as a reception-information clerk by this 
concern. 



On October 20, 1964, Heinrichs w. Bagatais «»as 
observed by Special Agents of the Federal ^reau of Investigation 
to depart frcmi his residence, located at 412 Cathedral Parkway, 

New Yoz^, New York, at 9:13 a.m. Subject proceeded by subway to 
59 th Street and Columbus Circle in New York City, New York. He 
then walked to 521 West 57th Street, New York City, New York. 

This address is the office of International Flavors and Fragrances 
Incorporated. Subject entered 521 West 57th Street, at 9:45 a.m., 
and proceeded by elevator to the 6th floor of this building. The 
6th floor of #21 West 57th Street, according to the building 
directory, houses the executive offices and the information desk 
for International Flavors and Fragrances, Incorporated. 
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
